any Commodities traded from the LE VAN x, into this Kingdome; as well 
by Subiects as Strangers, not free of that Company: Alſo containing a publication 
pf certaine Statutes, for the reſtraint of all His Maieſties Subiects, from 


Shipping any Commodities in Strangers Bottomes, either into 
this Kingdome, orout of the ſame. 


Tis a great part of Our Princely care, ro main- 


2 5 taine and increaſe the trade of 755 Merchants, and the ſtrength of 
2 Dur Naute,the one being as the Ueines whereby wealth is impoꝛted 
into Dur eſtate, and the other as pꝛincipall Synewesfoz the ſtrength 
and ſeruite oł Our Crowne and Kingdome : Whereas therefoze the 

Sotietie and Company of Hur Merchants trading the Lzvaxr Seas, 
- haue by the ſpace ot thirty peeres paſt, at the leaſt,had a ſetled, and con⸗ 
ſtant poſſeſſion ton of Trade in thoſe parts and haue had theſole bzinging in ol the Commodities of 
thoſe Countreys,asnamely Currans,Cotton Woolls, wines of Candie, Galles,#c.WherebyOur 
Kingdome hathbene much inriched, Dur great Ships and Mariners ſet on wozke, # the Hos 
nour + fame ofour Nation# Kingdome, ſpꝛead t inlarged in thole remote parts: And whereas, 
fo: their farther incouragement, the lald Company haue had, and enioyed by Letters Patents 
vnder the great Seale of England, alwell in the time of the late Queene, as in Our owne time 


pꝛiuiledge ko: the lole bzinging in ofthe laid Commodities, with generall pꝛohibitions andre⸗ 
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ſtraints, aſwell ofnaturallSubiects, being not free of that Soctetie, as of all Strangers and 
Aliens whatloener, to bꝛing in any of the aid Commodities, contrary to the Priutledgeof the 
ſatde Company : 

wee minding the vpholding and continuance of the ſaid Trade, and not to ufer that the laid 
Society ſhall ſuſtaine any violation oꝛ diminutton ofthetr liberties and pꝛiulledges, haue thoughs 
good to ratifie and publiſh vnto all perſons, as wellſubiects as ſtrangers, the ſaid pꝛiuiledge and 
reſtraints, to the end that none of them pzelume to attempt any thing againſt the ſame : And doe 
hereby ſtraitly charge and command all our Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, and all other Our Offi- 
cers at the Poꝛts, and allo the Farmers of Our Cuſtomes and their Deputies and Walters, that 
they luffer not any Currans, Cotton wool, Wines of Candy, Galles, noꝛ any other Commodities 
whatſoener,bzought from any the foꝛraine parts oꝛ Regions, whereinto the ſaid Companp haue 
vſedto Trade, to bee landed, except onely ſuch as ſhall bee bꝛought in by ſuch as are free of che 
ſaid Company. N 

Furthermoze , whereas there yath beene in Ancient time, diuers 9000 and politique Lawes 
made againſt the Shipping of Merchandtzes in Strangers Bottomes, either inward oz out- 
ward, as namely the Statutes of ;. Rich. 2.4. Hen. 3a. Hen. 8. &c. Which Lawes haue oflater peers 
been much negletted, to the great pꝛeiudite of the Nauigation of our Kingdome: We do ſtraight- 
ly tharge and command, that the ſaid Lawes bee from hentekooꝛth duely put in execution, vpon 
the great and grieuous paines therein tonteined, and vpon paine of Our high indignation and 
diſpleaſure towards all Our Officers and Miniſters, which chall be found ſlacke and remiſſe in 
pꝛoturingand alliſting the due exetution of the laid Lawes, |
